In the Covina district, the orange 


season, which will not close until 
October 
1, has been, taken as a 


whole, a most successful one. To 
date fifteen hundred cars have been 
shipped, 
as compared to thirteen 


hundred during tbe previous year, 
and- although the fruit has run to 
large sizes, which were discounted 
on the market, the growers have re- 
ceived for navels an average of f I.b2 
per box net, 
There was a large de- 


mand 
in 
Pacific coast towns for 


large size Covina navels at fair fig- 
ures, 75 and 85 cents' a box being 
paid the growers fdr full cars of ex- 
tra large "offs, " which were moved 
iu box cars 
without 
refrigeration. 


This is the first year th£re has been 
such a strong demand on this coast 
for these sizes, which would prob- 
ably have netted the growers little 
or nothing in the eastern markets. 


The Valencia crop, estimated at 


250 cars, an increase of 100 per cent 
over last year, is bringing banner

LEATHER BOUND BOOKS. 


A Little Vaseline Improves and Pre- 


serves the Binding. 


An official of the Congressional li- 


brary was talking with a friend who 
recently had purchased a handsome set 
of leather bound volumes and said: 


"You had. better examine those vol- 


umes carefully to see If the leather 
needs feeding. 
If it is new stock they 


will be all right let alone for several 
years, but If they have been on the 
shelves for some time the leather will 
have lost most of its natural oil and 
become brittle. This applies especially 
to books kept, in private houses, which 
ore as a rule much hotter than the book 
stacks of a large library. 
There Is 


nothing more attractive than a fresh, 
.•well preserved leather binding on a 
rolume and scarcely anything less so 
than n dilapidated, cracked one. 


"You can add years to the life of a 


leather binding and a hundred per cent 
to Its appearance by rubbing in a little* 
vaseline with a piece of raw cotton- 
not too much, just as much as the 
leather will thoroughly absorb. Where 
the binding bends is where it Is most 
likely/to crack. The leather will not 
be greasy, as the vaseline will be ab- 
•oraed. One treatment every year or

Few Plants Injurious to Sheep. 


It would seem from recent Investiga- 


tions l>y the department of agriculture 
i\:it very few plants are poisonous to 
hi'op. says Farm Progress. 
In a re- 


;>:>rt«on the subject by S. B. Nelson of 
the Washington station notes are given 
.in losses which have occurred to sheep 
from time to time and which have gen- 
erally been attributed'to the action of 
poisonous plants. The flora of one re- 
gion In the western ranges noted for 
the occurrence of poisoning contained 
fifty-five different 
plants, 
most 
of 


which were gathered in fresh condi- 
tion and fed to sheep. As a result it 
was found that only a few produced 
injurious effects. 
Out of all the In 


pines only one, Lupinus ornatttre, was 
poisonous. Neither arnica, wild cherry 
nor any of the other plants of the kind 
that were tested caused the slightest 
symptom of poisoning. 


Dock the Lambs Early. 


One of the gravest mistakes and 


most needless ones a shepherd can 
make is to leave the docking of the 
lambs till they are large or several 
months old. 
This trimming business 


can be attended to when the Inmbs are 
young and before heat and flies make 
the Job au unnecessarily painful and 
risky one. 
When lambs are a few 


days old, the tails can be taken off 
with scarcely any pain and with no 
risk whatever. 


A few days later the other work can 


be done, and all will be well. To defer 
this Is only to make a harder Job of It 
and a more risky one, and pften a flock 
of lambs, Is set back by it fully a 
month'sLgVoytth. .Jf^done^early,,: the 
iambs will notice It but very little, and 
If the weather is favorable, not at all.

Clover Best Hay For Horses. 


A test made by. the Illinois experi- 


ment station furnishes valuable testi- 
mony regarding the relative value of 
clover and timothy hay for horses. 


Twenty horses were fed ninety-two 


days. They were good horses, as near- 
ly alike as they could be selected. Half 
of the lot were fed corn and oats, with 
clover hay. The others were given the 
eame grain ration, but timothy was 
substituted for clover. The (irnt gained 
277 pounds in weight during the pe- 
riod. The others gained but little, over 


] half as much, and when sold the first 


lot brought the highest average price 
by reason 'of superior condition.

Beet Pulp For Lambs. 


Lambs made as good gains on pulp 


as on corn at the Colorado station, 
One ton of pulp was considered equal 
to 200 pounds of corn. Two pounds of 
sugar beets were found to be equal to 
about one pound of pulp. According 
to tills experiment, it paid to sell beets 
and buy pulp. In a trial with four lots 
of lambs a ration of pulp and luceru 
made a gain at less cost and gave 
larger profits than rations of lucern, 
pulp and grain, luceru and sugar beets 
or luceru, augur beets and grain.
